Sobell received 
a 30-yc-:ir^ sentence because he 
had actually not beeit involved 
in atoms: espionage,

is moving to upset^ his con- 
viction on numerous grounds, 

; particularly that the sketch did 
not represent the atomic bomb 
dropped at Nagasaki, as the 
Government contended.
